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REPORT OF STATE TREASURER 

January 8, 1914. 
Hon. A. W. Jones, Comptroller-General. 

Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit through you to the Gen- 
eral Assembly the report of the transactions of this Department 
for the fiscal year ending December 81, 1913. 

Under authority of the Appropriation Act of 1913, $300,000.00 
was borrowed for current expenses. The loan was placed on 
August 29th, when five notes were drawn — one note of $100,- 
000.00, to draw interest from September 1 to January 5 ; one note 
for $50,000.00, to draw interest from September 15 to January 
10 ; one note for $50,000.00, to draw interest from October 1 to 
January 10; one note for $50,000.00, to draw interest from Octo- 
ber 15 to January 15, and one note for $50,000.00 to draw inter- 
est from November 1 to January 15. The interest was at the 
rate of 5% per annum, and aggregated $4,451.39, which is equiva- 
lent to interest at the rate of a little less than 3 99/100% on the 
entire amount from August 29. 

Upon the request of the State Superintendent of Education 
$30,000.00 was borrowed March 27th at the rate of 3%. This 
note with interest has been repaid out of the special one (1) mill 
school tax. 

BONDS. 

At the last session of the General Assembly the following 
amounts were appropriated to pay interest on bonds and stocks :

The interest on iy 2 % Brown bonds was reduced $7,875.00 by 
to the call for redemption of bonds amounting to $350,000.00; and

the $5,000.00 for interest likely to accrue was not expended. 
These items, aggregating $12,875.00, have been covered back 
into the general fund. 

The amount of interest for 1914 on Brown 4}4% bonds will 
be further reduced $5,625.00 by the call for bonds amounting to 
$250,000.00 to be redeemed January 1st, 1914. Therefore, the 
appropriation necessary to cover the interest on Brown 4J^% 
bonds will be $231,638.02; and the amount to be appropriated 
for "interest likely to accrue" may be reduced to $2,000.00, thus 
making the total appropriation for interest $266,658.38, as 
against the 1913 appropriation of $291,033.33, a reduction of 
$24,375.00. 

When the loan made by the Sinking Fund Commission to the 
State Hospital Commission shall have been repaid, which I 
assume will be provided for at the coming session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the bonded debt will be further reduced by $200,- 
000.00 and the taxpayers will be relieved of an annual interest 
burden of $9,000.00 more, which, with the interest on bonds 
previously called in will amount to $36,000.00 annually. 

During the year we have made a thorough examination of the 
bond books, Coit's Report, and other records of the office relative 
to the 6% Consolidation Bonds with the following results:

The above statement shows that there are Brown 6% Consols 
outstanding amounting to $888.24, which agrees with the 
bond accounts carried on the general books. But as a result of the 
examination of the other records of the office it appears that 
there is yet outstanding one $1,000 6 % Brown Consol 
Bond. No record showing that this bond has been redeemed can 
be found. Add this $1,000 Brown bond to the $888.24, which 
undoubtedly is outstanding, there will be a total of $1,888.24. 
For the purpose of redeeming this issue we have on hand in 
cash $1,746.65, leaving to be provided by appropriation or other- 
wise, should all of the old Brown Bonds and Stock be presented 
for redemption, $141.59. On the other hand, if the $1,000 bond 
above referred to should have been redeemed and the proper 
entries not made (which I am inclined to believe to be the case), 
we would have on hand for this purpose an excess of $858.41. 

From the foregoing statements it is seen that the following 
wholly invalid Green Consols are outstanding, 212 bonds 



@ $1,000; $212,000.00, 20 bonds @ $500.00, $10,000.00; Certifi- 
cates of stock $2,640.00, a total of $224,640.00. 

These bonds appear on the records as a liability of the State, 
and will forever remain so unless the Legislature directs that 
they be written off the books, and I recommend that an Act to 
that effect be passed. 

As a result of the search of the records for necessary informa- 
tion for use in connection with the suit to test the validity of the 
Bond Act of 1912, some valuable and interesting tables were 
compiled, and I am incorporating two of them in this report ,in 
order that there may be a permanent record of the data in con- 
densed form. 

When Hon. E. H. Jennings retired he turned over to me the 
following unused bonds, with coupons attached bearing his 
signature. It was necessary that these bonds be cancelled in 
order that others with the same numbers might be prepared,, and 
this was done as evidenced by the following certificate: 

"March 14, 1913. 

"We certify that the bonds specified below, together with all 
coupons attached, the name of R. H. Jennings, as State Treas- 
urer, being engraved on said coupons, have never been issued, and 
that said bonds with their coupons as aforesaid have this day 
been cancelled in our presence, viz : 

"Two hundred and twenty-four (224) 4y 2 % Redemption of 
Brown Consol Bonds of the denomination of $1,000.00, 
each numbered from 4320 to 4543 both inclusive, with all coupons 
(80 on each bond) due from July 1st, 1893, to January 1st, 1933. 

"Forty-seven (47) iy 2 % Redemption of Brown Consol 
Bonds of the denomination of $500.00 each, numbered from 2193 
to 2239 both inclusive, with all coupons (80 on each bond) due 
from July 1st, 1893, to January 1st, 1933. 

"Three (3) iy 2 % Redemption of 'Deficiency' Bonds of the 
denomination of $1,000.00 each, numbered from 271 to 273 both 
inclusive, with all coupons (80 on each bond) due from January 
1st, 1889, to July 1st, 1928. 



"Twenty-three (23) 4^% Redemption of 'Deficiency' Bonds 
in the denomination of $500.00 each, numbered from 89 to 111 
both inclusive, with all coupons (80 on each bond) due from 
January 1st, 1889, to July 1st, 1928.

The General Assembly at its last session appropriated $2,000.00 
for printing for this Department. The increase from $200.00 to 
$2,000.00 having been brought about from the fact that it was 
necessary to have new engravings for bonds, and they cost in 
1901 $1,700.00. The printing on each bond of past. due coupons 
was not necessary, and I instructed the American Bank Note 
Company, with which the State has a contract for such work, 
to prepare the engravings so that coupons Nos. 1 to 49 on 
Redemption of Deficiency Bonds (Blue 4^%) would not be 
printed ; and that coupons Nos. 1 to 40 on 4j^ % Redemption of 
Brown Consol Bonds (4y 2 % Browns) would not be printed, and 
none of the coupons carrying these numbers will hereafter appear 
of record. By this arrangement the cost of the engravings was 
reduced to $700.00, thereby effecting a saving of $1,000.00.

No. 9, dated October 1st, 1868, 'issued under an 
Act to authorize a State loan to pay interest on the public debt.'

"I have examined the above bond, as required by Section 2 of 
'An Act to extend the time for funding the unquestionable debt 
of the State,' approved December 4, 1880, and find it a valid debt 
of the State. Miss Alice E. Barker is, therefore, entitled to fund 
said bond in the sum of eleven hundred and fifty-two and 50/100 
dollars ($1,152.50) as provided in Act of December 23d, 1873. 
and Act amendatory thereto. The Act of 1896 prohibits the fund- 
ing of any of the State's obligations 20 years after maturity. 

"The above bond is a just and legal obligation of the State, and 



should be paid, and I suggest that you ask the General Assembly 
to pass a special Act to authorize you to fund the same.

STATE PERMANENT SCHOOL FUND. 

At the beginning of the year there was cash on hand to the credit 
of State Permanent School Fund, principal, $12,494.32. As re- 
quired by Section 1702, Volume I, Code of 1912, I have invested 
$12,068.76 of the amount in South Carolina iy 2 per cent. Redemp- 
tion of Brown Consols. The aggregate amount of this fund now 
invested in South Carolina 4 l / 2 % stock is $60,686.71. 

CLEMSON BEQUEST. 

Under the provisions of a Joint Resolution approved Decem- 
ber 22, A. D. 1891, the State Treasurer was directed to invest 
the proceeds of certain evidence of indebtedness in 6 per cent. 
Brown Consols, and that when the said funds are invested in said 
consols then the State Treasurer shall issue a Certificate of State 
Stock in a sum equal to the face value of the said Brown Con- 
sols, etc. It appears from the record that $58,539.89 was invested 
as directed, and that there was a small balance left on hand. 
This balance was deposited in bank at interest, and now amounts 
to $581.01. The 6 per cent. Brown bonds can not now be pur- 
chased, and I recommend that the cash on hand be used for pur- 
chasing 4^ per cent. Redemption of Brown Consols, and that 
a Certificate of State Stock be issued as is provided in said Joint 
Resolution. 

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 

On December 31st, Hon. E. J. Watson, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture, Commerce and Industries, notified me that the following 
balances on accounts collected by his Department would not be 
used, and requested that the amounts be covered into the Gen- 
eral Fund of the State, to wit : 

From account of tax on feed stuffs $10,000.00; from account 
of oil inspection tax, $2,000.00, and from account of seed inspec- 



tion tax, $7.75. The amounts were transferred to the General 
Account, and are available for appropriation by the General 
Assembly. 

OFFICE EQUIPMENT. 

The office should be supplied with steel fire-proof fittings for 
the protection of the valuable books and records of the Depart- 
ment. Some of the cases now in use are made of rich pine, and 
would be good fuel for flames should fire break out in the office. 
Among the records are many, any of which is of more value to 
the State than would be the cost of equipping the office with steel 
fire-proof fittings. The members of the General Assembly are 
requested to visit the office and make an inspection. It is esti- 
mated that the entire office can be equipped with steel fire-proof 
shelving, cases and furniture at a cost of from $5,000 to $6,000, 
and I believe it would be, economy to provide this protection.
